JACXSONVIIXE, Fla., Oct. 2.-The 


horror of the southern cyclone is Jnst 
beginning to be known. Reports of death 
and disaster are coming in from all over 
the state. 


A report from Cedar Keys says that 


town was nearly wiped out and twenty- 
one lives have been lost. How many are 
drowned In the bay at that place cannot 
now be told, but scores of sponging 
schooners and crews have gone down. 


Many vessels have been blown off the 


Florida shore into the gulf and have 
probably gone down. Two men who 
have been down along the shore report 
today having seen eight corpses. 
It is 


expected many bodies will be washed up 
for some days to come. 


In Cedar Keys those who escaped 


death had • terrible experience. When 
the great wave overwhelmed the houses 
many inmates floated on the waterelinr- 
ing to pieces of timber and the tree tops 
till the water receded. 
Large numbers 


are unaccounted for. The loss of prop- 
erty at Ceder Keys is very great, includ- 
ing several fine hotels with stores and 
residences. 


Reliable news from the western part of 


the state has reached here. Hundreds of 
families are destitute. Scores of injuries 
are reported with over thirty fatalities in 
Levy county. The town of Fannin Is 
completely destroyed. Needmore is de- 
molished. Every house at Yular, Judson 
•ndCuieflaod is destroyed, with one or 
two exceptions. 
Reports from Baker, 


Bnawaoee, Nassau a-.d Columbia counties 
increase the fatalities by tbe dozen. Many 
localities with no definite accounts re- 
ceived report a terrible destruction. 


The reports from every direction are 


•imply appalling. 
Immense tracks of 


valuable timber, churches, houses and all 
kinds of buildings have been wiped out of 
existence. 
A number of villages and 


towns are reported aa being completely 
leveled. 


Tbe list of injured and dead is growing 


hourly. The killed now number 100 and 
it issupp'jsed hundreds of the men on the 
sponging schooners are dead. 


The property loss will reach way into 


the millions, including destruction of 
•ugar cane, cotton, timber lands and 
stock. The destitution likely to follow 
will be very great. People everywhere 
seem to be paralyzed by the extent of the 
disaster. 


BRYAN'S WORK TODAY,

several hundred citizen at Point Pleasant 
tins morning early.

"PROSPEBITY," 


A BIQ EMPLOYER OF LABOR THERE 


EXPLAINS THE FACTS. 


prosperity All on the Side of tbe Km- 


plorcn—Doe Mainly to Cbe»p Labor. 
Wanes (to Down as Silver IMprmlatc*. 
Mexican •Workmen SmYei Kotbtnf awl 
Ha* Ho Hopw of Wealth. 
An insight into tbe "prosperity" in 


Mexico which the gilveritea are telling 
ns so much about just now is furnished 
in a letter in the New York Even- 
ing Post from a man who is a big 
employer of labor in Mexico and whc 
ia acquainted with the people there 
and their pa*» and present conditions. 
Epcaking of labor and wages in free sil- 
ver Mexico, he says: 


"The real reasons of Mexico's present 


prosperity are the great natural re- 
sources of the country, a stable gov- 
ernment free from constant political 
changes, President Di«z having been just 
elected for his fifth term, and the cheap- 
ness of labor, and oi ail these factors 
cheap labor is the greatest. 


"Before the fall in silver the Mexican 


dollar was worth in exchange for gold 
rather more than 100 cents United 
States currency. It is now only worth 
53 )£ to 64 cents United States currency. 
Yet all over Mexico the workingman 
gets today tbe same wages in silver as 
he got when the silver dollar was at 
par. In one concern in Mexico where I 
employ 800 men wear'#how paying just 
the same amount in silver dollars as we 
did years ago, though for our product 
we are getting jtmt the same price in 
gold aa we did then. 


"Now, though the workman only gets 


a dollar worth 53% cents in place of 
the dollar that used to be worth 100. all 
articles of commerce have risen from 50 
to 100 per cent. Who gains by this! 
The capitalist, of ootum 


"A manufacturer, a coffee grower or 


• mine owner (except a silver mine 
owner) can produce an article for which 
he gets paid on a gold parity, but ho 
pays his workmen in depreciated silver, 
vr only about one-half he did before, 
No wonder on such a basis Mexican in- 
dustries are making rapid strides, but 
at •whose expense? That of tbe working 
classes. The average daily wages in 
Mexico today for unskilled labor is 25 
to 60 cents, and for skilled labor 50 
cents to $1 Mexican cnmncy, or the 
equivalent of about 13 to 26 and 26 to 
61 cents United States currency. 


"Now, these Mexican workmen aro 


by no moans an unhappy or discontented 
class. On the contrary, they live with 
as much freedom from care as the birds 
of the air. They have no fears, no hopes, 
no ambitious. Their wants are few—a 
cotton suit, a aerape, a straw hat and 
tandals for their wardrobe, maize cakes 
and beans for their food, and an occa- 
sional spree on mescal or pulque, with 
plenty of tobacco, which ho gets dirt 
cheap; that is all. 


"The Mexican workman as long as 


he is punctually paid does not grumble 
or kick. He asks himself no questions 
OB to what hia employer makes. Strikes 
and labor combinations aro unknown. 
He never saves anything, so the accre- 
tion of wealth does not trouble him, and 
he knows nothing about spring beds, 
porterhouse steaks or pianos. As I have 
•aid, he lives aa contentedly and uncon- 
cerned for the morrow aa a bird, never 
locking forward and never looking back- 
ward, till the day comes when he in, 
coffinlcsH, wrapped in hia cotton suit 
and serapo and laid to rest 


"When tho American workman is 


willing to do likewise, I will grant him 
all the crgamentl he likes to put for- 
ward about Mexican prosperity."

HAVANA,.Oct. 2.—Some heavy fighting 


between the Spanish and Insurgents ha: 
taken place. 


Gen. Melguizo supported by Colonel 


Hernandez's troops and Frances Romero's 
columns troops left Mantau during the 
morning of last Tuesday in order to attack 
Antonio Maceo's command, Hernandez 
column proceeding in the diroction of 
Tnmbas to Torino after an hour's march 
en gaged Maceo's forces and dislodged 
them. 


Continuing to 
advance Hernandez 


again met the enemy at 1.30 in the after* 
noon. By this time the insurgents had 
concentrated their forces and a severe 
fight lasted until nightfall. The Spanish 
troops advanced foot by foot and again 
dislodged the insurgents. The operations 
were conducted during a heavy downpour 
of rain. The troops pushed forward the 
following morning and were met by four 
cannon shots at short range from the in- 
surgents' position, aitt the insurgent, 
were again driven Hack. 


The Spanish troops encamped in the 


enemy's position abandoned by them in 
order to carry the wounded back and to 
secure provisions 
and 
ammunition. 


Frances' column engaged the insurgent 
forces at Manajal, dislodging them at the 
point of the bayonet andconipellingtbem 
to 
fly 
in all 
directions. During 


the 
engagements 
the 
Insurgents 


left eighty 
killed and a quantity 


of arms and ammunition on the field. 
Over 200 insurgents were wounded. On 
the side of the Spanish eleven were kil. 
led. Major Yaqulerdo, Captain Cabanna 
and eighty-six privates were wounded. Of 
the Spanish wounded thirty-one are in 
serious condition. 


STOWING AWAY. 


A 7oolhardy and Dangerous Atethttl of 


Getting an Ocean Voyage. 


In spite of the fact that tho punish- 


ment usually meted out to those who 
try to steal a free passage on a ship is 
several weeks' hard labor, with tho op- 
tion of a fine, stowaways are even more 
common today than they were 60 or CO 
yfars ago. 


Big passenger steamers, with their 


hundreds of passengers and their scores 
of stewards, sailors and stokers, afford 
innumerable opportunities for stowing 
away. 


Three years ago a stowaway was dis- 


covered aboard one of the Allan liners 
running bntweeu Liverpool an8 Mont- 
real. He was shabbily dressed, but be- 
ing a big, sturdy looking fellow ho was 
put to work about the ship. "When the 
ship anchored below Montreal, waiting 
for daylight before entering the harbor, 
he, it is presumed, slipped quietly over- 
board and s\vam ashoare. In any case, 
when the boat touched at Montreal and 
was overrun by detectives looking for a 
notorious jewel robber, it was im- 
mediately suspected that the stowaway 
waa the robber and that he had escaped, 
taking tho jewels with him. He was 
captured some months afterward and 
confessed that when he swam ashore he 
had more than $10,000 worth of jewels 
on hia person. 


The favorite hiding places of stow- 


aways are the coal bunkers and the nar- 
row passages lift when the vessels are 
loaded with bricks, tiles, iron pipes or 
other similar cargo. These places are 
extremely dangerous, and many cases 
are recorded where the shifting of the 
cargo has resulted in the death of some 
unfortunate wretch in hiding. 


During the passage of a cargo boat to 


this country from England tho sailors 
were startled the third day out by a 
curious scratching, which was imme- 
diately attributed to supernatural causes. 
The scratching continued for three 
days and then grew quiet and ceased. 
When the hatches were lifted at tho cud 
of the voyage, the emaciated body of a 
man was fonnd lying on some bags of 
cement. The poor starving fellow had 
straggled frantically to get out of the 
hold. 


A9 for our American liners, it ia foj- 


ly to try stowing away in any of them. 
The United States will not receive pau- 
per immigrants, and captains are for- 
bidden to land stowaways in this conn- 
try under a penalty of 93,500. A "free 
passenger" on one of these ships is 
promptly clapped in irons and kept 
there until the chip returns to Liver- 
pool, when 'bo ia brought before the 
authorities—Cincinnati Enquirer,

He had changed his 


views in- regard to the mission of young 
'n life. He used to think th it youth was 
simply a period of preparation, but had 
come to the conclusion that the possibili 
ties for usefulness and good are as great 
between the ages of seven and thirty 
years as between thirty and seventy. 
Character building begins in earliest 
childhood, and the Influence of a young 
man or a young woman on their compan- 
ions is very great. Young men are apt to 
be saved by young men or ruined by 
them. The Epworth league is an element 
of strength to the church. 
The strong 


churches today are filled with young 
people, while the weak churches are 
those in which the young people are few. 


Bishop Ninde went on to speak of the 


qualifications of Christian workers. They 
should In the first place cultivate a strong 
personality. And intense conviction is 
and element of strength. Strong will 
force is necessary, but wilfulness is not 
ndicativja of a strong will. A strong 
character ia also magnetic. There are also 
some people who possess all the graces 
but that of winsomenesj. A strong char- 
acter will have the power of achievement 
and a strong personality will have influ 
ence. And every young Christian worker 
should have fervid piety. 


Young people, continued the speaker, 


God intends that the best things in this 
world shall be yours. And the best IB 
God. Take him. The next best is our 
friends. 
Human love is better than 


money or worldly honors. It Is a great 
privilege to live in an «se like this. It is 
the duty of young people to make re- 
ligion attractive. What we do unwill- 
ingly is drudgery, but what we do with 
glad hearts is easily performed. 


The address was heard with attention, 


and keen interest, and hearty applause 
followed its conclusion.

in 1890; engineers who received $2.00 per 
<Uy in 18-10, were paid SI. 23 in 1890, and so 
on. Taking eleven representative classes 
01 workmgmea engaged in the particular 
'iidustries, as a basis, it was found that 
Die average rate of wages advanced from 
fcl.30 per day ia 1640 to |2.37 in 1890, or 
i hat an hour of labor would earn nearly 
t wice as much gold in 1890 ea it did in 
Ici40. 


The speech of Senator Lawrence of 


'•North Adamsin placing Mr. Crane in 
nomination was successful and pleasing 
to the delegates. It was full of ardent 
glorification oflocallty, the sort of thing 
tnat every Berkshire man is familiar with 
us applied to that region.

great hall. 
What he said waa very 


judicious and well chosen, which was in 
marked contrast with the speech of Con- 
gressman Walker, and the whole conven- 
tion appreciated the tact and good sense 
displayed by onr North Adams orator. 
No speaker appeared on the platform of 
Music ball Thursday who was better 
received than was Senator Lawrence. 


Congressman Walker of 
Worcester 


made all the mistakes possible in present- 
ing the name of Winslow to the Bspubli- 
can state convention Thursday. His 
ungrounded 
insinuations, against Mr. 


Crane's ability and political course were 
pitiable in a man who ought to have 
known better. Walker hurt himself and 
his cause in his nominating speech and 
tho whole convention was disgusted with 
him. Oar opinion of Walker is mighty 
small sine* hearing him make his Winslow 
speech. 


What a difference between the political 


hippodrome of George Fred Williams in 
Boston last week and the Republican 
state convention! One was a mob, the 
other an enthusiastic but dignified conven- 
tion of the best citizenship of all America.

"TEitRIFIED" VOTERS. 


A. UTaine Kettspaper'e Explanation of the 


Fei'cnt Landslide. 


The Banger Commercial, one of the 


tcvf $traight Democratic papers in Maine 
this year, thiukrf the main cause of the 
Republican landslide there on Sept. 14 
vrr.8 t!ie wicked 'and successful attempt 
to ulr.rni the voters. "Through their 
scheme of individual lists, "says The 
Commercial, "the status of every voter 
%va<» known, and to doubtiul ones were 
sent (hiring tho past week numerous 
documents designed to frighten them 
iuto the belief that an awful calamity 
would befall the country should Bryan 
arid Sc\vall bo elected. 


"They wore told that their savings 


bunk« deposits would be reduced one- 
hulf; that holders of mortgages and real 
cstjto would take steps toward immedi- 
ate foreclosure; that life insurance pre- 
miums—iu fact, all kinds of savings in- 
vestments—would be dealt a blow from 
which they could not possibly recover. 
The plain people, almost terrified at the 
dark picture, drawn for them, rushed to 
the polls to support the Republican can- 
didates, with the result already shown." 


The explanation is probably correct. 


The voters were frightened; but not 
without good reason. A rational man 
will not knowingly vote to destroy the 
title to half of his property. Every voter 
with two lobes to his brain, who has 
dispassionately studied the free coin- 
age question, knows that it means a 
reduction of the value of our dollar to 
the valne of the Mexican dollar. Wage 
earners, pensioners, ba.vings banks de- 
positors, etc., know that Mexican dol- 
lars are only -worth half as much as our 
present tloUars and will only buy half 
as much. To pay pensioners in such 
dollars is equivalent to cutting pensions 
in two. Is it any wonder that the pen- 
sioner objects to such proceedings and 
does so with his vote? The wage earners, 
depositors in banks, members of build- 
ing and loan associations and holders of 
insurance policies of all kinds would be 
caught in the same way if they had to 
accept 50-cent dollars instead of whole 
dollars. 


Is it any wonder that the voters of 


Maine "rushed to the polls'' to save their 
earnings and to gnard against future 
loss? A man's first duty is to himself 
and his family. The vote that is for tho 
protection and welfare of the family is 
a patriotic vote. If every man would 
vote for his own best interests, the fn- 
turo of this country would be safe. It is 
probable that a majority of the voters 
of this country will "rush to the polls" 
in November and vote to save their 
wages, their earnings, their families 
and themselves.

By insurance? More than 10,000,000 
people have policies.

They were influencing its 
price long before the silver agitation 
began, and they will continue to influ- 
ence it whatever onr government may 
do with silver. This country is not the 
entire commercial world, and, much as 
we may wish it, cannot by any juggling 
with silver advance by 1 cent a bushel' 
the price of wheat in the markets of the 
world—and for the vary obvious reason 
that foreign buyers are not dependent 
on our market.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Among JBJT dearest memories 'of Italy 


in that of the evenings I used to spend 
ID Venice with the Cavalier Cicogna, 
as he was known upon the stage. We 
usually sat in the garden of the Osteria 
until late into the night—sometimes 
tete-a-tete, sometimes in the company 
of old Captain Amati. 


By the garden of the Osteria one IB 


not to understand anything like that 
which the name, used elsewhere, might 
imply. It was simply a small courtyard 
about 13 feet square and was paved 
with slabs of marble. Pour high walls 
inclosed it like a funnel, and from three 
of these the court was overlooked by 
windows and balconies which, as a rnle, 
were festooned with jrrfany washings. 
Bnt, unless one chose, he need see. noth- 
ing of this, for above our table—there 
was space for only one—the branches of 
a noble vine interlaced to form a thick 
screen of foliage.

Change In the Employment of Women. 


In the city of New York, in what 


maybe called the office building district 
below Chambers street, where the popu- 
lation of a good sized town is gathered 
tier on tier within the ground area of a 
common city lot, young women swarm. 
Morning and evening the streets are 
crowded with them, farther up town, 
for at least a couple of miles, at the 
same hours a largo proportion of the 
crowds that stream along the streets are 
young women also, these mostly of j Dest hit I ever made, 
what is known ns the shopgirl class. 
These are now common sights of city 
life, but n man ne*ed not be very old— 
at least I hope not—to remember when 
the sight of a half dozen young women 
in the neighborhood of Wall street was 
n novel and exciting event, and when, 
in the up town stores, even in those do- 
voted to the sale of the most esoteric 
constituents of woman's attire, women 
were found as customers only and were 
waited upon, more or less skillfully, by 
persons of the superior sex. 


Statistics, as I have said, are not re- 


quired to prove the change. 
They are, 


however, r.sftful to measure its extent. 
Take the figures of the census of 1890 
with reference to the number of those 
engaged in what are classed as gainful 
occupations. The total is 22,785,681. 
It was 17,393,099 in 1880, au advance 
of 80.72 per cent. 
Tho increase in the 


number of males engaged in gainful oc- 
cupations was 27.64 per rent, bnt the 
increase in the number of females was 
47.68 per cent. As the increase in total 
population for'tho isamo period was a 
trifle under 25 per cent, it will be seen 
how very marked was the influx of 
women in the income earning occupa- 
tions. If now wo turn to the employ- 
ments aa classified in the census reports, 
we find tho following ratios of increase 
prevail: Professional 
services, men 


48.58 per cent, women 70.84 per cent; 
domestic and personal service, men 
15.97 per cent, wcmen 41.16 percent; 
manufacturing and mechanical indus- 
tries, men 40.01 per cent, women 62.87 
per cent; trade and transportation, men 
71.75 per cent, women 268.25 per cent. 
These percentages would of course be 
misleading: if the totals were disregard- 
ed, bnt they indicate clearly enough the 
direction in which tha change has been 
going on and the linen on which it has 
beeii most marked, while the totals 
show that women arc now a little more 
than 17 per cent of those engaged in 
gainful occupations, whereas in 1S80 
they were a little less than 15 per cent. 
—Edward Cary in Forum.

Several Towns Almost Destroyed.

At Gracy, a small place, twelve 


houses were blown down and a woman 
was killed. At La*e Butler, Bradford 
county, Mrs. C. H. Harkey and Mrs. J. 
M. Fiteh and her infant were fatally 
hurt. At this place the wind blew to 
pieces two cars loaded with bricks, 
and a negro, who was some yards 
away, was killed by^ being struck by 
one df the flying bricks. On Judge 
Richard's turpentine farm four con- 
victs were killed by falling trees. In 
Baker county four towns were almost 
totally destroyed. They are McKienny, 
Sand -rson. Glen St. Mary and Olustee. 
No one was killed outright in these 
towns, but many were injured, among 
whom were Mrs. C. S. Richardson, 
Jamt s McAlpin and North Webster, all 
of whom will die. At Live Oak the de- 
struction is complete, but no loss of 
life is reported. Near Welberne the 
house of Amos White was destroyed 
and two of his children were killed. At 
Lake City eight business houses and 
thirteen other buildings were de- 
stroyed.

T'ie reasons 
are so manifest t> it they should not 
require more, than a mere

haps in somewhat loss degree, ',o all ' 
officers concerned in the administra- 
tion oS justice. As United States at- 
torney you determine wl;om to pror.e- 
cute and whom not to prosecute. You 
eondn:jt or recommend the discontinu- 
ance of prosecutions already com- 
menced. You have admission to tlie 
grand Jury room, and indictments are 
found or refused largely upon your 
advice. If I concede that you are, as

unconscious operation of such feelings, 
still the general conference of the 
community in your conduct as a public 
officer of justice, is at least at risk if, 
while holding that office, you so en- 
gage in the exciting and often bitter 
political campaigns in which the en tire 
community is ranged on one side or the 
other." Rather than give up active 
participation in politics upon receipt of 
the letter of Mr. Harmon, Mr. Lassiter 
tendered his resignation, which was 
promptly accepted.
